Were  those  deaths  of  new  born  infants  excluded  the 
average  would  be  over  68  years.  Diseases  of  heart 

and  circulation  account  for  the  largest  group 
followed  be  cancer  and  accidents  in  men.

Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  in  his  capacity  as 
Assistant  County  Medical  Officer,  is  responsible  for  the  day 
to  day  administration  of  these  and  previously  mentioned  branches 
of  Public  Health.  Co-operation  with  the  Area  Welfare  Officer, 

Mr.  Barnes,  is  a close  one  and  frequent  contact  is  made  with 
Officers  of  the  Childrens  Department,  General  Practitioners, 

Mental  Health  social  workers,  Hospital  Almoners,  N. S.P. C.C. , etc. 

The  Area  Health  Committee  to  which  many  of  the  functions 
of  the  County  Health  Committee  are  delegated,  has  members 
representing  the  District  Council. 

One  case  of  compulsory  removal  to  hospital  under 
Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act  was  dealt  with  during 
the  year. 

VOLUNTARY  CARE  COMMITTEE. 

This  Committee,  which  meets  quarterly  in  Easingwold, 
provides  from  funds  allotted  by  the  County  Council,  assistance  to 
persons  suffering  from  Tuberculosis.  A free  pint  of  milk  is 
issued  daily  to  all  tubercular  patients  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  Chest  Physician  but  the  work  of  the  Care  Committee  is 
designed  to  assist  further  such  cases  towards  recovery. 

During  1953  seven  such  cases  were  assisted  in  Easingwold, 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


1953  showed  a rise  of  notifications  of  infectious 
diseases  from  129  to  372.  This  was  largely  accounted  for 
by  the  epidemic  of  Measles  in  the  winter  of  1952-53?  the 
cases  amounting  to  27 8,  and  reached  their  peak  in  May, 

Isolated  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  occurred  in  March  in 
Easingwold  and  Pilmoor  and  increased  in  number  during  the 
remainder  of  the  ye ar,  culminating  in  a mild  epidemic  early 
in  1954. 

The  year  was  a fortunate  one  in  so  far  as  no  case  of 
Poliomyelitis  occurred  although  there  was  one  case  of 
Encephelitis  following  Mumps  which  was  prevalent  in  certain 
villages.  Two  cases  of  Pood  Poisoning  were  investigated, 
consumption  of  Pork  Pies  being  the  suspected  cause  since 
streptococcus  aureus  was  isolated  from  the  vomit  of  the 
patients  and  from  the  pie  crumbs.  These  pies  v/ere 
manufactured  outside  the  district  and  the  help  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  the  District  was  sought  in  the  investigation. 

Scarlet  Pever  notifications  rose  from  2 cases  in  1952 
to  40  cases  in  1953.  These  mostly  arose  during  January, 

February  and  March  and  24  of  these  were  in  the  5-10  year 
age  group.  There  was  no  common  factor  in  these  cases, 

although  it  is  difficult  to  avoid  the  thought  that  overcrowded, 
unhygienic,  badly  heated  and  ill-ventilated  schools  were  an 
important  cause  of  spread.  The  disease  was  of  a mild  type, 
most  cases  being  nursed  at  home  where  adequate  facilities 
for  normal  isolation  existed,  and  where  no  member  of  the 
family  was  a food  worker. 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria  continues  at  a high 
level  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  many  children  are 
receiving  a boosting  dose  prior  to  attending  school.  More 
children  too  are  being  immunised  at  the  same  time  against 
Whooping  Cough  and  so  far  I have  received  no  notification 
of  the  disease  in  a child  for  whom  I hold  a record  of  a 
complete  course  of  injections  against  this  disease. 

Cleanliness  of  school  children  remains  satisfactory 
there  being  only  one  or  two  isolated  examples  of  parental 
neglect  in  the  District,  causing  persistent  verminous  infestation. 

No  cases  of  Scabies  came  to  my  notice.

There  are  no  Milk  Pasteurisation  plants  in  the  District 
and  no  samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  the  year.

Twenty  eight  visits  have  been  paid  to  bakehouses. 

Number  in  District  - 5. 

Inns  and  Food  Shops. 

Several  visits  Jrnve  been  paid  to  Butchers  Shops, 

Cafes  and  Inns  and  improvements  to  some  premises  have 
been  carried  out.  No  formal  notices  have  been  served  under 
Section  13  and  14  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 1938.  Attention 
has  been  called  to  unsatisfactory  handling  of  Ice  Cream  at 
two  premises.  The  cold  mix  method  of  manufacturing  of  Ice 
Cream  is  employed  on  one  premises.  No  Ice  Cream  is 
manufactured  by  the  hot  mix  process  in  the  District. 

The  seven  fish  frying  establishments  have  been  visited  regularly. 
Sixteen  pounds  of  Tinned  Pork  Luncheon  Meat  and  15  pounds  of 
Tinned  Bacon  were  condemned  and  destroyed. 

Rats  and  Mice  Destruction. 

One  full  time  man  is  employed  on  the  work  of  Rodent 
Destruction  and  except  for  a few  farms  where  the  staff 
of  the  Pest  Officer  of  the  County  Agricultursl  Executive 
Committee, and  at  Food  Buffer  Depots,  Ministry  of  Food  Grain 
Stores  where  the  Staff  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  carry  out 
this  work,  most  other  properties  are  dealt  with  by  the  Council's 
Operator,  The  poison  bait  mainly  used  is  ''Warfarin". 

During  the  year  237  treatments  have  been  carried  out, 

5 on  Council's  properties,  68  private  dwellings,  129 
agricultural  properties  and  35  on  business  premises,  canteens 
etc.  Approximately  200  of  the  infestations  were  of  a minor  nature. 
No  claims  have  been  made  against  the  Council  for  loss  or  injury 
to  farm  stock,  this  no  doubt  being  due  to  the  care  taken  by  the 
Operator  and  the  co-operation  of  the  occupiers  of  the  premises 
treated. 

Infestations  in  severs  have  again  been  very  light. 

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds. 

Fifty  eight  visits  have  been  paid  to  van  dwellings  during 
the  year.  Action  is  being  taken  under  Section  11  of  the  Housing 
Act,  1936,  against  an  owner  of  a 'bus  dwelling  stationed  on  land 
at  Overton  as  a sequence  to  an  unsuccessful  appeal  against  the 
rejection  by  the  Council  of  an  application  by  a former  owner  to 
station  Moveable  Dwellings  on  the  land.
